Admission:  All  Summer  Session  classes  are  open  to 
both  men  and  women.  Students  who  have  not  previously 
attended  MSMC  must  have  a  statement  of  good  standing 
sent  from  the  school  last  attended.  No  formal  appli- 
cation for  admission  nor  transcript  of  previous  col- 
lege work  is  required  for  the  Summer  Session.  Accep- 
tance in  the  Summer  Session  does  not  imply  acceptance 
to  a  degree  program.
